DIPLOMATS WILL SETTLE THE 
RIVAL CLAIMS. 


Cables From the Scene Say There Is 
No Danger of Hostile Acts on Part . 
of England or Russia. 


LONDON, March 21.—4:51 p. m—In the 
House of Commons today the foreign sec- 
retaty, Lord Lansdowne, announced that 
Russia and Great Britain had agreed to 
withdraw their troops from the disputed 
territory at Tien Tsin and reserve the ques- 
tion of title and proprietary rights for sub- 
sequent examination. 

Lord Lansdowne supplemented the an- 
nouncement by explaining that the dispute 
concerned: an extensive area on the left 
bank of the Pet Ho river, which the Rus- 
sians occupied in the autumn and claimed 
by right of conquest. Subsequently the 
government was informed that China ahd 
Russia had reached an agreement, placing 
the area under Russian occupation. The 
area, however, comprised plots belonging 


therefore part of the security of the Brit- 
ish bondholders. The line was part of the 
railroad recently transferred by the Rus- 
sians to Field Marshal von Waldersee, who 
retransferred it to the British. 

The necessities of the allies required the 
construction of a siding on one of the 
plots referred to, and the presence of Brit- 
ish workers on the plot was treated as a 
trespass on Russian territory. It was sub-

Wolfson, a soldier in the regular army, is 
hare awaiting Attorney-General Griggs’ ac- 
tion on his application for pardon. If he 
Oes not get the pardon he must serve 
ht years in prison for alleged complicity 
in’ wrecking the Union National Bank of 
‘New Orleans. If he gets it he will return 


te the Philippines. 

‘In 1896 Wolfson was a leading lawyer of 
Mew Orleans, with a large income. The 
Union National Bank of New Orleans 
fajied. The sum of $600,000 had disappeared. 
Wolfson had overdrawn his. account $19,- 
06). It was not alleged that he secured 
any other portion of the $600,000. 
» When the crash came G. J. Cambon, one 
of the bookkeepers, committed suicide. 
Francis B. Leefe, another accountant, and 
Mr. Wolfson were made co-defendants. 

‘They were convicted and sentenced to 
ee TE patyd imprisonment. Leefe soon con- 
trac pneumonia and died. Wolfson - 

led’ and lost and then appealed to the 
hited States Supreme Court, but his ap- 
Plication was denied, as no constitutional 
question was involved. No alternative re- 
mained for Wolfson, who is out on $25,000 
bail, but to serve his sentence or obtain 
utive clemency. 

din the meantime Wolfson, in July, 1898, 
enlisted as a private in the Second Missis- 
sippi Volunteers. When his regiment was 

ustered out he obtained permission from 
the war department to enlist in the regu- 
lar army as a private. He was assigned to 
spe “Fighting’’ Twelfth and went to the 

llippines. He made a good record. Last 
December he was invalided home. When 
the Supreme Court refused to hear his 
case he came here to seek clemency. 

"Wolfson and his frinds maintain his inno- 
cence of any connection with the wrecking 
of the bank. Influential men have signed 
its application for pardon. Senator McEn- 
eTy, Searesentatives Meyer and Davey and 
Other Louisiana politicians have interested 
themselves in his behalf. 

In the event of his pardon Wolfson will 
réturn to the Philippines and resume serv- 
ice with the “Fighting’’ Twelfth. 

Mr. Wolfson's wife and family are now in 
Switzerland, living with her brother.

The judge parried Franklin's blows and 
landed a few of his own. Some men in the 
Outer office heard the scuffie and they as- 
sisted in ejecting Franklin. 

Within 10 minutes he returned. Judge 
Bidener was at his desk. Franklin rushed 
in and struck at Judge Sidener. The low 


landed on the judge's right elbow and 


gained him greatly. 

The judge is left-handed. He let drive 
with all his force. The blow caught Frank- 
lin on the point of the chin. Franklin meas- 
ured six feet on the floor and was dragged 
out in the corridor. In a few minutes he 
recovered consciousness and departed. He 
returned no more.
